INTHE BATTLE OF 
THE LABYRINTH

standing in many places in this giant 
battlefield, it was impossible for me 
to say where were the Germans and 
where the French, so completely was 
I turned around on account of the 
constant zigzag of the trench lines. 
Sometimes, when I was positive that 
a furious cannonade coming from a 
certain position was German, it turned 
out to be French. At other times, 
when I thought I was safely going 
in the direction of the French, I was 
hauled back by officers, who told me 
I was heading directly into the Ger- 
rhan line of fire, .I sometimes felt 
that the German lines were on three 
sides, and often I was quite correct. 
On the other hand, the Frénch lines 
often almost completely surround the 
German positions, 

Hard to Distinguish Hostile Guns. 
‘One could not tell from the nearness 
of the artillery fire whether it was 
from friend or foe. Artillery makes 
three different noises; first, the sharp 
report followed by detonations like 
bp. | thunder, .when the shell first leaves 
the gun; second, the rushing sound of 
the shell passing high overhead; 
third, the shrill whistle, followed by 
the crash when it finally explodes. 
In the Labyrinth the detonations 
which usually indicated: the French 
fire might ‘be from the German bat- 
teries stationed quite near us, but 
where they could net get the range 
on us, and firing at a section of the 
French lines some miles away. I 
finally determined that when a bat- 
tery fired fast it was French; for the 
German fire is becoming more inter- 
mittent every day. 

I shall attempt to give some idea of 
what this fighting looks like. . Late 
one afternoon, coming out of a trench 
into a gteen meadow, I suddenly 
found myself planted against a mud- 
bank made of the dirt taken from 
the trenches. 
crest of a hill, In khaki clothes I 
was of the same color as the mud- 
bank; so an officer told me. I was 
in @ fairly safe position. 

Modern war becomes quite an ordi- 


affair after the first impressions’ 
have been rubbed off. 

We flattened ourselves casually 
against our: mudbank,’ carefully ad- 
justed our glasses, turned them to- 
ward the valley before ys, whence 
came the sound of exploding shells, 
and calmly watched a village develop- 
ing into nothingness in the sunset.

Ruins were getting very 
common. .5 swept the glasses away 
from the hamlet altogether and pointed 
out over the distant fields to the left. 

-““ Where are the German trenches?” 
I rather uninterestedly asked the Ma- 
jor. 

“T’ll show you—just.a moment!” he 
answered, and at the same timie sig- 
nalling to a soldier squatting in the 
entrance to a trench near by, he or- 
dered the man to convey a message to 
the telephone station, which connected 
with a “seventy-five” battery at our 
rear. I was on point of telling the of- 
ficer not to bother about it. The words 
were on my lips; then I thought: “ Oh, 
never mind! I might as well know 
where the trenches are, now that I 
have asked.” 

The soldier disappeared. ‘‘ Watch! ” 
said the officer. We looked intently 
across. the fields to the left. In less 
than a minute there were two sharp 
explosions behind us, two puffs of 
smoke out on the horizon werere us, 
about a mile away. 

“That's where they are!” dai of- 
ficer said, ‘‘ Both shells went right 
in them.” 

“Ah! Very interesting!” I replied. 

Away to the right of the village, now 
reduced to ruins, was another larger 
village; we squared around on our 
mud bank’to look at that. This town 
was more impofrtant;-it was Neuville- 
St. Vaast, which is still occupied by 
both French and Germans, the former 
slowly retaking it, house by: house. 
We were about half a mile away. We 
could see little; for strangely, in this 
business of house-to-hause occupation, 
most of the fighting Is in the cellars. 
But I could well imagine what was 

oing on, for I had already walked 
through the ruins of Vermielles, an- 
other town now entirely in French 


possession, but taken in the 
fashion after two months’ dongde 
inch-by-inch advances.” 


He Sees a Mine Exploded. 

So, when looking at Neuville-St. 
Vaast, I suddenly heard a tremendous 
explosion and saw a great mass of 
masonry and débris of all descriptions 
flying high in the air, I knew just 
what had happened. The French— 
for it ig always the French who do 
it—had burrowed, sapped and dug 
themselves laboriously, patiently, 
slowly, by tortuous, narrow under- 
ground routes from one row of houses 
under the foundations, gardens; back- 
yards and streets to beneath the 
foundations of the next row of houses. 
There. they had planted mines., The 
explosion I had. just witnessed was 
ot a mine.

ward all that one sees is a great, 
round, smooth hole in the ground— 
sometimes 30 feet deep, often twice 
that. in diameter.

A cry from a soldier warned us of a 
German aeroplane directly overhead; 
so we stopped gazing at Neuville-St. 
Vaast. A French aeroplane soon ap- 
peared, and the German made off rap- 
idly, They usually do, as the majority 
of German aeronauts carry only rifles; 
the French now all have mitrailleuses. 
A fight, between them is unequal, and 
the inequality is not easily overcome, 
for the German machines are too light 
for mitrailleuses. 


Firing at French Aeroplanes. 


Four French machines, were now 
circling above, and the German bat- 
teries opened fire on.them. It was 


a beautiful sight. ‘ There was not a| 


cloud in the sky, and the sun had not 
yet gone. We could not hear the shells 
explode, but we could see little feathery 
white clouds suddenly appear as if 
some giant invisible hand had just put 
them there-—-high up in the sky. An- 
other appeared, and another, Thera 
were several dozen little white clouds 
vividly outlined against the blue before 
the French: machines, all untouched, 
turned back toward their own lines, 
“Moving On” for a Shell.

“PARIS, June 2.—Bulgaria ‘and Ru- 
mania have arrived at a complete un- 
derstanding, according to a Bucharest 
dispatch to the Petit Parisien, Rumania 
having agreed to cede territory in Do- 
brudja.. The two countries will enter 
the war simultaneously, the dispatch 
says, Rumania against Austria and Bul- 
garia against Turkey. The army staffs 
of. the two powers are said to be busy 
co-ordinating military plans. 

Negottarions between Rumania and 
Russia over the lines of the Pruth and 
of Banat are said to be virtually com- 
plete.

The sinking of the Lusitania is char- 
acterized as a warning to neutrals, and 
the further warning is given that _more 
English liners will share its fate, in the 
Kélnische Zeitung of May 10, copies of 
which have just been received here. 

“The Lusitania,’ says the. newspaper,

“To make it harmless was for us a 
right and a duty. Even more; the Lusi- 
tania was an armed enemy ship, even 
if the English Admiralty in its em- 
barrassment may seek to dispute this 
fact. It was therefore a necessity for 
us to make it harmless without calling 
upon’ it to stop. Neutral persons lost 
their lives—that we are sorry for, but to 
complain against that would be the 
same as for neutral tourists to seek 
up a battle and complain if they are hit.

IN SEARCH FOR THE F-4 


One Descent Made toa Depth| 
of 306 Feet—Wreck' of Sub- 
marine May Break Up. 














SAN FRANCISCO, Juné 2.+Thirteen 
descents were made ‘in search for the 
submerged submariné F-4 at’ Honolulu, 
and every one broke ‘A world’s record 
for deep sea’ diving, according to Chief 
Gunner George PD. Stillson, whd.is here 
after completing his work as chief of 
the diving operations. 

Five of the descents were made to a 
depth of 306 feet, he said, and eight to 
275 feet. The former world’s record was 
274 feet. 

Stillson said that for the first time in

with the men under water.

Commissioner of Immigration Fred- 
eric C. Howe and Acting Mayor Mc- 
Aneny took the preliminary steps yes- 
terday in the arrangement of a pubiic 
reception to be tendered to newly natu- 
ralized citizens on the Fourth of. July. 
Its object will be to impress on the 
naturalized men the importance of tne 
step they have taken in assuming 
American citizenship, and the high priv- 
ilege to which they were admitted 
when they took the oath of allegiance 
to the United States. 

The details of the ceremony have not 
yet been settled, but Commissioner 
Howe said yesterday that he hoped the 
reception would be held in the new 
Adolph Lewisohn Stadium at the City 
College.

The Commissioner suggested speeches 
by representatives of the Federal and 
ee Governments and by a dis- 
tinguished foreign-born citizen. Then 
there should be patriotic sdngs and a 
simple pageant to represent the imuni- 
grant’s casting off of allegiance to his 
old country, and the taking of an oath 
of attachment to the United States. An 
Americanization Day may also be ar- 
ranged for the schools with a pageant 
in one of the parks.

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Testify to Blackmailing Letters 
at Trial of Henry Kaufman, 
Whom. They Accuse. 


SHOTS AT THEIR WINDOWS 


Wealthy Paterson Dyer Denies the 
Charges and Repudiates At- 
tempt to Kidnap Girl. 


When Henry Kaufman, a wealthy 
dyer of Paterson, N. J.,. was put on 
trial yesterday-in the United States 
District Court at. Newark on a charge 
of sending black. hand letters through 
the mail to” Misses Constance, Norma, 
and Florette Kopp of Wyckoff, the 
three sisters told Judge Haight and the 
jury a story of attempts to kidnap 
them, of pot shots at midnight through 
bedroom windows, of demands, for large 
sums of money and of threats of death 
if they did not call off Sheriff Robert 
N. Heath’s investigation of Kaufman’s 
alleged connection. with their annoy- 
ances. ‘ . 

As a result of the Sheriff's investiga- 
tion and the evidence he put before the 
Post Office authorities, Kaufman was 
indicted several weeks ago on a charge 
of sending or with complicity in sending 
threatening letters to the sisters. 

The evidence yesterday showed that 
the quarrel dated back to July 14 of 
last year, when Kaufman's automobile 
ran into a carriage driven by the three 
Kopp sisters. They sent him a bill for 
$50 to pay for the repair of their car- 
riage. Kaufman refused to pay, and 
the sisters brought a civil action for 
the $50 and got a judgment. 

The Kopp sisters live in a handsome 
home on the outskirts of Wyckoff with 
their mother. Miss Constance Kopp 
gaid that, during the Fall and Winter 
she and her sisters were subject to, fre- 
quent insults. One night. she said, 
while on the way from the house to an 


outhouse, she was fired on. The nex 
day, she said, she went to County Pros- 


up the case. She then laid the case 
before Sheriff Heath, who believed the 
story told by the sisters, 


Girl Fires at. Annoyer. 


“‘I got a revolver to protect us,”’ said 
Miss Constance, ‘‘and I soon had use 
for it. A few nights later I'looked from 
my bedroom window on the second floor 
and saw men behind the house. I called 


to them and, when I got no reply, shot 
at them. They returned the fire, bul- 
lets striking the house close to the win- 
dow .where I was.”’ ‘ 

All three girls told on the stand ho 
an attempt had been’ made to kidnap 
the youngest sister, Florette. George 
H. Johnson was released in December 
from the State’s prison, where he was 
serving a term for larceny. A few days 
later he wrote Miss Constance a letter 
telling of an attempt that was to be 
made to kidnap Florette. Miss Kopp 
told Sheriff Heath, and he advised her 
to. meet Johnson at Somerville to talk 
the matter over. The Sheriff listened 
to the conversation and interrupted it 
to arrest Johnson. The ex-convict was 
convicted of an attempt to kidn Flor- 
ette and is serving a term in acken- 
sack jail. He will be brought to court 
to-day to tell whether Kaufman had 
anything to do with his attempted coup. 
The sisters said they were confident 
Kaufman was to blame for all their 
troubles. 

Florette, who is sixteen, told of how 
she had been. followed by several 
Italians on a trip to Paterson and on 
ae ecpagions. ane — she was 

ra o go anywhere alone. 

Sheriff Heath testified that he had set 

detectives to watch the Kopp house, 
after which the ‘midnight annoyances 
ceased. He said he had every confidence 
in the girls’ story and related how he 
had worked on the case for the past six 
months in the hope of avenging the ter- 
rors of the Kopp sisters. 
It was after the Sheriff's men had 
driven off the midnight marauders that 
they be to receive threatening letters, 
the girs testified. One of the letters 
read in court said: 

**We will kill you rf you do not stop 
_ on against Kaufman. — Black 

and.”’ 


Others threatened death if large sums 
of money were not paid. Florette told 
how, at the Sheriff’s advice, -she had 
gone to a lonely spot ostensibly to pay 
over $1,000 demanded in one of the let- 
ters.

He 
admitted his refusal to pay their claim, 
as well as his arrest for annoying them, 
but he denied emphatically that he had 
written the Black Hand letters, or that 
he had hired men to annoy the sisters.

Trapped Woman™ Sues: to Vold De- 


cree After Fourteen. Years. 


The! suit of Mrs. Helen.Marie Redfern 
of New York to set-aside the divorce ob- 
tained against her fourteen years ago by 
] Albert Redfern: of Plainfield was dis- 
missed -yesterday. by. Vice Chancellor 
Lewis in: Jersey -City. 

Mrs. Redfern alleged that the divorce 
was obtained fraudulently through a 
plot by which she was:lured' to the Hotel 
Metropole and trapped by detectives 
with Ralph Delmore, and that she did 
not defend the suit because she had no 
money.

One of the letters Redfern admitted 

e wrote in 1892 suggested an appoint- 
ment, and stated that. ““I,am a business 
en and mace enough money to support 
a lov wife.’’ 

Vice Chancellor Lewis said Mrs, Red- 
fern had not shown fraud, and that her 
status in court was doubtful. after four- 
teen years. A second woman, innocent 
of any wrong, had been married to Red- 
fern, and her interests deserved, con- 
sideration. 


COURT SCORES DIVORCE EVIL 


Judge Calls Swapping Spouses 
Common as Horse Trading. 


Supreme Court Justice Frederick E. 
Crane in Brooklyn yesterday deplored 
the prevalence -of. divorce,‘and said that 
many persons seemed to want polygamy 
without calling it, such. There was a 
case before the court in which a man 
Was accused of sending his wife and 
children back to Italy, and then mar- 
rying. another woman here. The sec- 
ond woman asked for an annulment of 
the marriage. : 

‘* Marriage seems to be the cheapest 
thing under our laws,’’ said the court. 
‘You can marry one day and come into 
court the next day and get a divorce. 
Swapping wives. and husbands has be- 
come as. common as swapping horses.’ 
At the same time, the Judges are prac- 
tically forced. to sit and wink at fel- 
onies and watch the offenders go free. 
If we want polygamy, why don’t we 
come out bravely and establish it as 
the Mormons did in Utah? 

“The man in this case is a self-con- 
fessed bigamist, and I intend to com- 


municaté with the District Attorney 
about him. This morning I sent two 
complaints to the District Attorney, and 
1 shall follow this practice in such cases 
in the future.”’

STICKS TO STORY HE TOLD 


Attempt in Georgia to Have Mass 
Meeting Held in Every County to 
Demand Frank’s. Execution. 


Special:to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 2.—The negro 
Jim Conley, on whose testimony “Leo 
M. Frank was convicted of the mur- 
der of Mary Phagen and sentenced to 
death, and who himself was sentenced 
to twelve months’ imprisonment as an 
accessory, reached Atlanta today, having 
been released from’ the. Convict camp. 
Although he received forty-eight days 
off. his sentence for good behavior, 
Conley did not emerge with a clean 
record. He -received one flogging for 
acting impudently to one of the guards. 
Aside from this it is said he gave the 
authorities. no. trouble. 

According to officials of the convict 
camp, Conley, during his term, never 
changed from the story told to the jury 
at the trial of Frank. He several times 
reiterated this story to officials and vis- 
itors to the camp. 

Conley today at first refused to speak 
of the Frank case, but at last ventured 
the statement that he did not write the 
notes said to have passed between him 
and Annie Maud Carter, the negro wo- 
man in the Tower when he was also a 
prisoner there.; The notes were. used 
by the Frank defense, on'the assump- 
tion that: they were written by Conley, 
as a means of establishing the author- 
‘ship of the ‘death notes’’ fourd by 
Mary Phagan’s body. 

**Those notes to Annie Maud: Carter 
were written by a white man who was 
running the elevator in the jail,’’ said 
Conley. ‘‘ The woman wrote to me, but 
I didn’t answer her.”’ 

Albert W. Osborn, a handwriting ex- 
pert, has identified the notes as in Coa- 
ley’s handwriting. 

Conley said he was going to stay in 
Atlanta and get a job. 

“T’ll trust to the Lord,’’ he added 
piously. ‘I’ve got through this affair 
so far all right, and I’m going to keep 
trying to stay this way.’’ 

In the same breath he expressed bit- 
terness against Frank declaring he 
ought to be hanged. He showed no 
remorse for the crime. 

‘“‘I’m done with the case,’’ he said, 
‘**and I don’t want to say another word 
in it, unless they ask me to testify to 
the Governor or the Prison Commission. 
I’ll testify if they want me to, but I 
won’t unless I am asked.”’ 

The expected meeting between Frank 
and Conley, to give evidence in the suit 
of Mary Phagan’s mother against the 
pencil factory to recover $10,000 for the 


death of her daughter, did: not occur. 
The meeting was rendered unnecessary 
when attorneys agreed to accept evi- 
dence given at Frank’s trial in regard 
to the girl’s death. 

There were indications today that a 
strong protest- would be made against 
any commutation of Frank’s sentence. 
A call has been Issued for mass meet- 
ings to be held in all the counties in 
the State to pass resolutions urging 
that the death sentence be carried out.

Acting Supt. Flick Tells of Reforms 
He Has Accomplished In the 
Last Two Months. 


Stuart A. Rice, a confidentia} t tor 
of the Charities Department, who was 
once Secretary of the Industrial Welfare 
Commission of the State of Washington, 
was the principal witness yesterday at 
the continued investigation of the. State 
Board of Charities into Charities Com- 
missioner Kingsbury’s administration. 
It was. what Inspector Rice saw during 
his employment on Randall’s Island that 
led to the trial and dismissal of Mrs. 
Mary C. Dunphy, the Superintendent of 
the New York City Children’s Hospitals 


‘and Schools, 


Rice appeared first as an “‘out-of- 
work ”’ at the Municipal Lodging House. 
He obtained employment as an unpaid 
helper on the Island, and finally ob- 
tained regular service there from June 29 
until Aug. 15 last. year. ; 

The witness was repeatedly questioned 
as to-why he did not seek instant reform 
when he saw abuses and brutality prac- 
ticed, and he replied that he went to 
Randall's Island as an investigator and 
not as a reformer. He said that on the 
third night he was on duty in Ward F, 
where twelve boys slept,.and there saw 
a keeper named Richard Mansfield as- 
sault a boy. This inmate, he said, had 
his feet on a bed. The orderly ran the 
whole length of the ward and struck the 
feeble-minded youth over the head with 
his fists. The boy, he added; was not 
seriously hurt, but he was thoroughly 
cowéd. : 

At another time he said he saw Frank 
Williams, also an orderly, strike a boy 
three times. : 

Provocation Usually Slight, 


‘What was the provocation?’’ Deputy 
Attorney General Obérmaier asked. 


“I don’t recall,’”’ said Rice, ‘“‘The prov- 
ocation usually was very slight.’” 
In a top dormitory one day he saw a 


number of the higher-grade inmates 
who helped in the dining room assault- 
ing another inmate. They struck and 
kicked the boy without reprimand. Rice 
testified that Thomas Muldoon, the 
cory in charge, also struck the same 


Once when Rice was assigned to Ward 
27 to look after an. employe who had 
suffered a sunstroke e saw M. J. 
Barton, the night female attendant, 
strike a boy over the head, and she fol- 
lowed this up, he testified, by striking 
over the head a boy who wag suffering 
with a disease of the bones and was 
particularly helpless. 

Richard Mansfield, Rice said, advised 
him to strike the boys. 

“He told me,’’ he said, ‘“‘ to hit them 
with my hands so as not to leave any 
marks.’; 

The Inspector’s testimony covered 
shortage of food to some inmates and a 
scarcity of sheets and bedding. Once 
when he reported there were no clean 
sheets. to the supervising nurse, he 
said, he was told to dry out some and 


again. 

Joseph D. Flick, Acting Superintend- 
ent of Randall’s Island, who took charge 
about two months. ago, said shat, cor- 
poral punish t has. been completely 
#liminated a that inmates are not 
restrained without a written order from 
the doctor. He said in the last two 
months there were three océasions 
when children were treated with phys- 
ical violence, and the three attendants 
guilty were dismissed immediately. 

Children with infectious diseases are 
peing strictly isolated and the more 
helpless inmates .are no longer : quar- 
tered on the top floors of the buildings 
as formerly, but have been transferred 
to the lower floors. He told of sanitary 
improvements and said a time for sys- 
tematic play is. now being given to all 
inmates. Mr. Flick said there were now 
2,049 inmates on the island, and that 
they are being pretty well cared for. 
Conditions .are not ideal, he said, but

Luke; Banks & Weeks, Hartman, and 
the latter’s attorney, William 8. Me- 
Guire. The plaintiffs are Mrs. Mac- 
kenzie and Romeyn Berry, to whom the 
claim for the money sued for was as- 
signed. ? 

Mrs. Mackenzie is the widow of James 
8. Mackenzie, whose brother, Alexander, 
was at one time héad of the Singer 
Manufacturing Company. Hartman was 
accused of being responsible for the 
loss of Mrs, Mackenzie’s entire fortune, 
amounting to about $700,000. He was 
Indicted. for stealing $133,000 from Mrs. 
Mackenzie, convicted, and sentenced to 
Sing Sing Prison for five years. Mrs. 
Mackenzie was forced into bankruptcy. 
She escaped court proceedings by turn- 
ing over all she had left to her creditors, 
who selected Mr. Berry to represent 
them. The claims against her aggre- 
gate about $25,000. ; 

The complaint in the suit states that 


owned 1,100 shares of the stock of the 
Singer Manufacturing Company, worth 
$297,912.64. It was in the hands of the 
Title Guarantee & Trust Company of 
New Jersey as security for a loan, 
which with interest, aggregated $33,- 
287.36. 

At Haftman’s trial it came out that 
he caused a message to be sent to Mrs. 
Mackenzie telling her that the money 
due the trust company must be paid.

RAILWAY RATES AND PROFITS. 
Governor Warten of Massechusetts 
is among those who. still think «that 
there is some relation hetween ralt- 
way ratesand capitalization. His 
veto of the New Haven Railway bill 
is full of old-fashioned indignation 
against the extortion practiced by the 
railways in order that they may pay 
dividends upon watered stock. In his 
own. words: <i 

The issue is whether the pubtie shall 
be called on,.to pay only a xeturn | on 
honest investment, ‘or shall be charged 
with all sorts of extortion “based on 
all kinds of artificial capitalization, 

How. the Governor, can use that 
reasoning when there are over a 
billion -of ‘railway secutitieg - of all 
sorts in default is amazing. “No doubt 
the insolvent railways would’ have 
been capable of marking“ yp their 
rates so that: they might pay divi- 
dends and’ interest upon Watered 
stock, but there were two reasons why 
they did not do so. One is the regula- 
tion of rates..by, State and “Federal 
commissions, and the regulation of 
costs by Legislatures as with one ac-: 


conditions of competition would not 
allow the marking up of rates between 
competitive points. . There cannot be 
two prices in the same market, and 
no more. for railway rates than for.

The “national question” ‘posed by 
the -Governor is not -whether _ the’ 
railways shall exploit the public, but 
whether the railways shall be allowed 
to retain enough life to serve the 
public. The. Governor will learn in 


rule the New Haven Railway. -It-runs 
through all New. England, and ‘its 
depressed conditien is due to mis- 
legislation as well as to mismanage- 
ment. There are few subjects re- 
lating to-the New. Haven on -which’' 
the discordant New England. States 
are able to agree, and there are many 
on which they severally disagree with 
themselves. Governor WaLsH is un~ 
able to agree with the Legislature of 
Massachusetts, and yet it is necessary 
that Massachusetts should agree both 
with itself and with other New Eng- 
land States if they are to have such 
railway service as they need, and as 
the New Haven is still capable of giv- 
ing them, if allowed, and without ex- 
cess of profit for itself under the best 
of conditions. 

The truly “national question” in 
whether the States of every section’ 
hate railways more than they love 
themselves. The States and the rail- 
Ways can: prosper together, but there 
is a sure end to the process of the 
country living off the railways, The 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
found the course of events beyond its 
control, and it is time for the Legis- 
latures to make the same discovery.

The commendation of the National 
Guard of New York by Brig. ,Gen. 


to the first graduates of the New York 
School of Line at Van Cortlandt Park 
on Memorial Day, was encouraging to 
the belief that our own part of the or- 
ganized militia of the nation has be- 
come. a force fit to be considered in 
reckoning the strength of the nation’s 
defenses. The military school for the 
training of officers which Major Gen. 
O’Ryan, commander of the National 
Guard Divisjon»of New York, estab- 
lished a ypar ago, had not until then 
come. under. public notice, It is not 
necessary, 'it is not expedient, that the 
military affairs of the nation or the 
State should be continually made the 
subject of public and more or less un- 
sophisticated scrutiny. The people 
have a right‘to know, however, what 
the military organizations they support 
as a means of defense are doing, and 
they are probably satisfied that the 
National. Guardsmen of this city are in 
the way of becoming, under the super- 
vision of army officers, real soldiers 
worthy of their place in'the first line. 

‘The twenty-four. officers who re- 
ceived their. diplomas on Monday have 
been subjected to a course of training 
and instruction which was formerly not 
within the reach of National Guards- 
men.

Germans in what may “be called the 
business, side of war owas not -appar- 
ent in this particular ‘‘ zone.’* Of the 
many trenches examinéd by this observ~ 
er, those constructed by: the French 
were: better’ made than those which ‘they 
had taken*from the opposing force, and 
not until he came. to a part of the ex- 
cavations' where German officers of high 
rank had been stationed: did he discover 
any of those elaborate and efficient de- 
vices for securing safety and comfort 
of which so much is heard and read. 

The German private soldiers had 
fought—and died—in narrow ditches, un- 
concreted and undrained. Their as- 
sailants, on the contrary, while they 
did not do so mich for. their officers, 
did mere.for the men, and ‘their »engi- 
neers, though presumably not, more 
skillful, ha@ been more industrious and 
produced better results, Of course it 
would not’ be safe to deduce general 
9enclusions "from the conditions existing 
in a. single ‘‘ zone,’’ but this was-a 
large one and the comparteon was not 
without significance. On that long line, 
at least, the French trenches were the 
better—a fact that must have had some- 
thing to do with the failure of the 
Germans to hold their ground’ there. 

And: it'-has been shown a. thousand 
times, In‘this war, that, man for man, 
the Germans, in spite of a training as 
soldiers claimed to be better than that 
given to any other people in the world, 
are no better or more-successful fighters 
than Canadians or. English, who, six 
menths ago, had never handled a gun 
or worn @ uniform. It was only in the 
first weeks of the war that German 
** system ’’ demonstrated the value ex- 
pected of it. Thanks to it, the Germans 
went in their first rush almost to Paris, 
but it didn’t enable them to go fur- 
‘ther, or to remain there, nor has it 
saved them from: being pushed back, 
steadily though slowly, ever since.

ground was with reference ‘to the old rail- 
road line’ from ‘Kit Carson to. West Las 
Animas, I will say that it ran across west 
some.twenty miles or moré, Our battle was 
on Big»Sandy, «bout’ forty miles from Las 
‘Animas, and* about’ six miles north: from 
where the town. or station of Chivington 
now, is,. om the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
running into Pueblo, 

We went from Fort Lyon in the night; 
got them by surprise, at break of day. I 
was Captain of Company.G, Third Colorado 
Cavalry;. George L. Shoup our Colonel, 
Chivington was 'in- command. I*had ‘in my 
company some twenty scouts, half-breed 
Mexicans and Indians, I ordered them to 
cut off their horses before the Indians knew 
we wére near, and start them for the 
fort, which they 41d fn good shabe, Getting 
their horses that way crippled; them, as we 
had most of them on foot;. opened: on them 
and had’ a runting fight all day, killing 
from, #ix to eight hundréd of them; de- 
stroyed all of their. tepees,. with a biz 
Winter supply of--provisiohs: Found some 
forty. scalps’ of white women and men hung 
up in their tepees. That fight ended the 
Indian troubles in Colorado, . Yours,

Among the captured ‘horses were ani- 
mals identified as the stolen property of 
settlers, and the recovery of provisions, 
with other goods, from pillaged homes 
and looted. wagon trains leaves no doubt 
as to the guilt of the ‘savages. Few, if 
any, prisoners were taken, because an 
Indian fights to the death. It is not 
strange that= women. were killed, for 
they took .a hand .in ‘the struggle, and 
at a distance of 200 yards it. was said 
to be impossible, on account of similar- 
ity in, dress, to distinguish the sexes. 
‘Under the circumstances’ many a child 
on the back of a, squaw must have 


the bullets. 

The leaders in the Sand Creek battle 
with the Indians, were men of high char- 
acter. Colonel Chivington, whom I 
have often’ seen in Denver. was @ 
clergyman, in charge for some time of 
Methodist ‘missions in Colorado. Colonel 
George L. Shoup afterward became a 
United States Senator from Idaho. An 
excellent review of the battlé:of Sand 
Creek. and the causés .which led. to it 
may be found in’a volume entitled “ The 
Indians of. the Pike’s Peak Region,’’ 
by the-Hon, Irving Howbert of Col- 
orado. Springs, -who took: part in the 
fight, and has for many years ranked 
high in the councils of the Centennial 
State. Im his book, published but two 
years ago, Mr. Howbert exposes the mil- 
itary jealousies: that inspired -the: one- 
sided and prejudiced reports which went 
before Congress concerning the Sand 
Creek affair.

As for his 
remarks about the campaign in the Philip- 
pines,. there dre just two statements which 
have: a ‘semblance of truth, ' General -Smith 
did say he would burn and make a howling 
wilderness of. Samar; but he accomplished 
neither of these things. Ag any one who has 
been to the Philippines knows, the island cf 
Samar ‘is ‘a: howling wilderness of. heavy 
jungle,’ impossible to burn ‘at: any ‘season. 
Our. troops found that out to their cost, whén 
men: were often cut in two by one slash of a 
bolo wielded by the "hand of an absolutely 
unseen native hidden in the.dense under- 
growth, The only unarmed Filipinos: who 
were killed in the Samar campaign were the 
treacherous guides . who. purposely .led the 
marine detachment astray. Those guides 
were shot. As a result of their treachery the 
marines lost more than half of. their men, 
and ‘all . suffered untold hardships. . The 
“water cure” was given’ to Filipinos \to 
force the trith from them. » But I know per- 
sonally of two army surgeons who voluntarily 
submitted to the ‘“ water cure’’ in order to: 
ascertain whether there. were any lgating i 
effects from it. There were none.

CHALLENGE OF JUDGES. 


A Suggestion That Every ‘Defendant 
Have the Right to Refuse One. 


To'tho Editor of The New York Times: 

The writer is not an advocate of the recall 
of Judges or of judicial decisions, but he has 
submitted to the Constitutional Convention 
certain suggestions the adoption of which he 
feels might have a tendency tq mitigate some 
of the abuses ‘which are popularly understood 
to exist. ‘T'wo of these suggestions are: 

(1) That-each litigant be given the right at 
least once ‘peremptorily to challenge the Judge 
before whom a. case is called, and (2) that 
referees and like quasi fudicial officers be 
appointed only: from Hsts which shall first be 
made public; and that before any such officer 
is permitted to act in a particular case the 
names of several from the pubifghed list be. 
submitted to' the parties, with the’ right to 
each adverse interpat to =" one -or 
more of the names”so submittéd.

McAdoo Sees Large Results Coming 
from Pan-American Conference, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury, in a statement 
today concerning the recent Pan-Ameri- 
can Financial Conference, announced 
that he -would appoint eighteen com- 
mittees of American. business men to 
continue the study of conditions in 
each of the eighteen Latin-American 
countries represented at the conference. 
Mr. McAdoo referred to the need of 
improved transportation, and intimated 
that it was onty the delicacy of the 
visiting delegates that prevented their 
recommending that the United States 
participate through its Government in 
lines run- 





ning north and south. 

“I am satisfied,’’ said Mr. McAdoo, 
“that practical results of the most ad- 
vantageous sort to the United States 
and te all the countries of South and 
Central America will flow from the 
Pan-American Financial Conference, 
which concluded its sessions in Wash- 
ington last week. 

** Some of the Governments in South 
America have, I am told, already made 
financial arrangements with some of 
our bankers and negotiations are pend- 
ing between other South. American 
Governments and our bankers, with 
every prospect that they will be con- 
summated. So much in other directions 
was accomplished through interchange 
of views and the discovery of obsta- 
cles that exist to the extension of Amer- 
ican trade and finance and the remedies 
for many of these difficulties were so 
clearly indicated that a ot of intelligent 
work can new be: done to im ve re- 
lations between the United States and 
the southern republics.

Liverpool Contract Lilet Disappoint- 
ing, but the Spot Sales 
Are 10,000 Bales.

Cotton was dull and somewhat irregu- 
lar’ yesterday, with fluctuations ¢on- 
fined to a ratige of about 10 points. The 
Close was steady and practically un- 
changed from the final prices of Tues- 
day. 

Liverpool, as usual recently, Was dis- 
appointingly poor so far as the contract 
list was concerned. Spot sales, however, 
were rather heavy and reached a total 
of 10,000 bales. About 4,000 bales of 
these transactions represented exports, 
most of it presumably to Russia. 

The weekly weather,report read some- 
what more favorably than was expected, 
and the recdvery of 10 points from the 
‘Opéliing level was cut down by a reac- 
tion based on the Washington advices. 
The summary of the report said that 
precipitation sufficient for present needs 
had occurred in practically all parts of 
the cotton belt. Late-planted cotton in 
Texas is coming up, and a good stand 








is tow reported. Cultivation is pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily except in parts of 
Oklahoma and Afkansas and sbme of 
thé more Eastern districts where the 
soil’ continues too wet and the fields are 
becoming grassy, . ' 

According to the orthodox views of cot- 
ton men the start of the new orop in 
the Eastern belt is not so favorable as 
it has been for the last two years. The 
May rain Which fell th Georgia and 
Alabama is relatively very heavy. The 
average at ten selécted points in Georgia 
shows a precipitation of about 5% inches, 
compared with about three-quarters of 
an inch in May last year and abdéut 2 
inches in 1913. In Alabama the fig- 
ures show an avérage of about 6 inches 
cémpared with about seven-eighths of 
ah inch last yéar and 2% inches two 
years ago. 

Notwithstanding Great Britain is seiz- 
ing a great’ deal of cotton exported to 
neutral countries, the clearances keep 


up remarkably well. Tovtarday’s ex-

Like a ghost from the dead past, Com- 
stock Tunnel Company stock rose -into 
sudden popularity. on the~ Stock - Ex- 
change yesterday and under heavy trad- 
ing’ advanced 150 pér cent. in the ses- 
sion. Expressed inj monetary terms, the 
actual gain was confined to 12 cents a 
share, the net advance being from 8 
cents to 20 cents, but the activity of the| m 
stock was exceptional as there had been 
scarcely a transaation for months: un- 


til last Thursday. Comstock was the 
distinct feature of the day’s business, 
the aggregate of sales amounting to 
119,000 shares which was hearly one- 
third of the total of all transactions. 

Comstock Tunnel-stock enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the only issue on the 
board for which the commission for buy- 
ing, or selling is a half cent a share. 
This low:commission was considered a 
factor in stirring up the issue from .its 
comatose state. ut outside this in- 
fluence~ there were others more potent 
which seemed to appeal to the imagina- 
tion of traders. 

For several days rumors had — 
wafted about the Street that a suit de- 
cided in Nevada in favor of the com- 
pany a w ago had yielded more of 
an advantage to the company than ap- 
peared at first. The suit involved. a claim 
for » $27,000 made against the Comstock 
by the Mexican. Mining Com y, a@ con- 
cern: operating the erstwhile “famous 
Comstock Lode, whose workings’ ‘are 

drained by the tunnel. The com- 
plainant alleges that the Tunnel .com- 
pany owed it this sum.as a rebate on 
royalties paid the Tunnel. company under 
an ‘agreement made more than twerty 
gy ago, which had been considered 

y the Comstock officials as abrogated 
Many years since. 

While information about the suit did 
not indicate that the ‘Tunnel, Company 
would profit directly by the favorable 
decision, the impression seemed to 
held’ in trading quarters ‘that outgrow- 
ing developments from the action. would 
wafrant a stronger market position for 
the “Shares. Also there were réports. of 
larke ‘‘ strikes’ in properties adjacent 
to tunnel, and, altogether, tlie Stock 
Exchange enjoyed a session containing 
many rills that usually find. expres- 
sion.on the Curb markets of New York, 
Boston, and San Francisco. 

It was digcovered after the close of 
business that the rise had appealed 
greatly to several holders of large blocks 
of Comstock, which been carried 
for many years without a favorable op- 
portunity for a sale. Two estates, whose 
aggregate holdings were about 40,000 
shares, were reported on the Exchange 
to have distributed their stock some- 
where between 9 cents and 15 cents. 
Evidence that this liquidation was. con- 
ducted without disturbing prices. was 
displayed in the last quarter hour of 
trading, when the buying was the most 
ineapent of the day. 

The Comstock Tunnel plays a promi- 
nent part in the romance of silver min- 
ing ‘of the West. Theodore Sutro, a 
lawyer of Nevada, with infinite labor 
raised sufficient funds in the 70s to drive 
the tunnel for several miles throw ca 
the base of the mountains on which t 
Comstock mines are situated. The pur- 
pose was to drain water from the work- 
ings, and the company was to get a 
royalty on every ton of ore taken from 
the mines afterward. The lode Played 
out, and the tunnel company’s earnings 
failed to come up to the expectations of 
the builders.
